’ Warsaw, Sept. 16. 

The Warsaw Regional Court announced tonight that three for- 
mer top officials of the Polish Security Service are being 
tried for “illegally depriving a number of people of their 


freedom.” 


The Pollsh News Agency PAP 
said. the Court had released an 
official communique setting out 
the Indictment against the three 
men, whose trial opened be- 
hind closed, doors today. 


No members of the Polish or 
forcign press were admitted to 
the courtroom and court 
officials sald carlicr they would 
not disclone detalls of the in- 
dictment until sentence. Is 
pronounced at the end of the 
trial, which is expected to last 
for several weeks. 


COMPULSION 


The Indictment also charges 
them with “recommending and 
allowing other junior officials of 
the Public Securlty (service) to 
apply physical torture towards 
these persons. 


“Moreover, Romiowski and 
Rozaneki are .also charged with 
personally applying — physical 
compulsion with regard to some 
imprisoned persons,” the PAP 
report of the indictment added. 


The accused are Roman 
Romkowski, former —Depuly 
Minister of Public Security, 
Anato) Fejgin, Director of De- 
partment 19 of that Ministry 
(responalble for the unity and 
purity of the Polish Communist 
Party), and Jozef Rozanski, 
former Director of . Investiga- 
tlons for Department 10. 


Romkowski and Fejgin have 
been under arrest since April,
